Hart ities nok. within the Compal of aur Power, to exemplifre the 
Honour and Service we have for your Grace, by external Demonſtra- 
tions of Deference ſuitable ro the Quality of ſo 1lluſtrious a Perſon. 
In regard therefore the Extent of our Ability is not correſpondeat to the 
Zeal of ourAﬀection, the ſincerity of your Welcome will be very im- 
perfqatly repreſqnted by ylie Solemaity of your Entertainmepr. - The 
beſt grid moſt pfeafing partgf that will be, That your Grace will {till 
find our Heads and our Hearts inform'd and regulated by the ſame 
Principle of Loyalty , which was our Antidote againſt che Poyſon and 
Infetgzon of thoſe. Trealonable Doctrines and Practices, which in the 
lare diſmal Tames of Rebellion (like vhe-Frogs of - Egypt ) overſpread 
the Land round about us , but were not able to blaſt or corrupt our 
Vineyard, a Vineyard of ſo admirable a Mould , that ic never gave 
Birth to any luch monſtrous Production, as a Sequeſtrato2 or 
Commetceexman. Thoſe Bgars of the Foreſt invaded ir, with: defign 
to engender, and propagate their kind ; They ſow'd their Tares amongſt 
our Wheat, and water'd them with our Blood, but ( maugre that ) the 
Nature and Virtue of our Soil, had ſo irreconcileable an averſion to 
the malignity of the Seed, that it never gave them any Return; and chere- 
fore when they fail'd to debauch, they deftroy'd and laid ic waſte. The 
ſame Pxinciple -agd Conſcience, which (in thole days of Delislation ) 
when we were no longer able to reſiſt, yer ſupported us to weather the 
Tyranny and Opprefſions of thoſe Arbitrary and Republican 430inyen 
Moghens, rather than renounce the Cauſe of our SOVEREIGN, 
kindled and inflamed in us the higheſt Horror and Indignation, at the 
report of the late infernal and execrable CONSPIRACY againſt His 
' MAJESTY, His ROYAL BROTHER, and the GOVERNMENT : 
| A Conſpiracy that was equally complicated with Impudence and Im- 
| piety,for beſides that,Sovereign Princes (being God Almighry's Vicege- 
| reats here on Earth) are in thac reſpect, in a more immediate manner, 
| theSubje&s of his Care and ProteCtion : The Plor of our Sons of Belial 
| carried a more particular Contempt and Aﬀeront of the Divine Power, 
| arifing'from the more particular Providence it has exerted in the pre- 
| ſervation of the BLOOD ROYAL of this Kingdom, ev'n above that 
of any other Nation, in ſo many fignally repeated (1 had almoſt faid

and Splendor of 'its-ontward Form, or the' mire py pinel$ it diſ- 
penſes and communicates to all-Orders and Degrees of ' a, livitls binder 
 #t: A Government '( in ſhort )' that 'tis at once che Relisibn and There 
' of the Subje&, to defend and continue ; and as the influence oF the 
one engages all the good and honeſt co its ſupport, ſache ſenle of the 
vther ſhould endeat-it ev'n to the moſt knayith, and ſelF ended arr of 
the People. | Theſe are indeed” plauſible 'deduttions of *Logick 3 bur 
plain and fimple Experience” ( dbhich is free from that” Sophiſtry and 
Deceit incident to Syllogiſm and Argument) Has;beyond Cpneradidtion, 
| Prov'd, Thar there have beers fort of ſortiſh and profligate Milcteants 
among us, that have wtanſgreſſed againſt all-theſe Ly ; not only the 
Lighcs of their Conlciences, biit {a ſtrange Infaruation !'5 their orun retnt- 
poral Peace and Happineſs; and Ml this, ro/teduce us Wigs the ſame 
ſtate of Captivity and Thratdoti; frotti Which we haven been fo long 
freed © Biit that it thity be very well tertiembred, "thar not! otily our 
Civil , but likewiſe our Philoſophick Rights and Liberties” fnffered 
Shipwrack, and even that fundamental Priviledge of our Species , the 
free uſe and exerciſe of our Speech, our Underſtandings, and all the Fa- 
culties of our Soul was under Sequeſtration. 


And fiace Treaſon is in ics Nature no leſs apt to be carried on by 
\ Policy, than Power; by clandeſtine Councel and Stratagem, than open 
Force and Violence; the goodneſs of God has as well appear'd in dif- 
cloſing the Councels of our Traytors, as if he had diſcomfited their For- 
ces: Neither is our Praiſe and Thankſgiving only due for the blefling 
of the Diſcovery, but the happy Effect and Conſequence thereof, which 
has been the undeceiving a multitude of ( probably well-meaning ) Men 
who were miſled, and impoſed upon, by the ſanftimonious diſguiſe and 
popular amuſement of Religion and Piety.
